eager. to accépt our plans. On 
Official Day, all were wide’ awake 
and full of joy to make it a suc- 
cess. A successful | _Women’s" Day 
was the result of the very fine 
cooperation of Mother Bennett, 
her staff of workers and the wom- 
en from the United States. Dele- 
gates from America took leading 
parts in each service, met different 
groups and conducted institutional 
periods. Subjects taught and the 
teachers were: Church History, 
Elder J. Myers; ‘Church Doctrine, 
Elder Wm. James; Church Prac- 
tices, Hilder M., Mathies; Homilec- 
tics, Elder Myers; Officials, Elder 
Austin, who’ also served. as dean. 
During school hours, we visited 
the; schools and found the children 
in dire need of clothing and school 
supplies. 

Though serving under adverse 
conditions, the teachers are doing 
@ wonderful job. With an enroll- 
ment of approximately 110 child- 
dren, they have only four teachers.
